Dwarfish  and 
runty  trees  are  not  worth  the  planting  and  prac¬ 
tically  insure  failure  from  the  beginning.  Get 
our  trees,  plant  and  care  for  them  properly 


and  you  will  never  regret  the  expenditure.  It’s 
lots  better  to  do  this  than  to  wish  you  had. 

TIME  TO  SET,  -This  varies  slightly  accord¬ 
ing  to  weather  conditions,  but  is  usually  from 
the  middle  of  November  to  the  first  part  of 
April.  They  should  be  dug  and  transplanted 
while  dormant. 

DISTANCE  IN  PLANTING,— The  usual  dis¬ 
tance  of  most  recent  plantings  is  sixty  feet.  This 
puts  about  twelve  to  fourteen  trees  to  the  acre, 
eccording  to  methods  of  planting,  margins,  etc. 
We  do  not  recommend  field  plantings  closer  than 
sixty  feet.  Some  of  the  largest  trees  now  living 
cover  practically  an  acre  but  are  probably 
over  three  hundred  years  old. 

VARIETIES,— Vie  do  not  try  to  propagate 
some  of  all  varieties.  There  are  only  four  varie¬ 
ties  which  we  hold  in  high  enough  esteem  to  use 
in  our  plantings  for  ourselves,  and  we  want  our 
customers  to  have  the  best  too.  These  are  the 
varieties  we  list  below  and  in  their  order  of  merit. 

FREE  OP  DISEASE, — Our  stock  is  regularly 
inspected  by  the  State  Board  of  Entomology 
and  their  certificate  of  inspection,  guaranteeing 
our  trees  free  of  disease  accompanies  each  and 
every  shipment. 

OUR  GUARANTEE, — We  guarantee  every 
tree  sent  out  to  be  well  grown,  properly  handled 
and  packed,  and  true  to  variety.  We  take  great 
interest  in  our  work  and  try  to  make  no  mistakes, 
yet  we  do  not  claim  to  be  infallible  and  stand 
ready  at  any  and  all  times  to  correct  any  mis- 


takes  as  far  as  possible,  should  any  occur.  If  any 
trees  shipped  should  not  prove  true  to  variety 
labeled  we  will  either  replace  same  free  of  charge 
or  refund  the  purchase  price,  but  are  not  liable 
for  further  damages.  Our  aim  is  to  give  you  the 
best  of  service  and  want  you  to  know  that  you 
are  getting  it. 


Instructions  For  Transplant¬ 
ing  Pecan  Trees 

The  first  and  most  important  thing  to  do  is  to 
make  up  your  mind  not  follow  the  instructions 
of  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry. 

Then  proceed  as  follows: 

Have  your  holes  ready  before  the  trees  arrive 
if  you  can.  Holes  should  be  full  three  feet  deep 
and  not  less  than  thirty  inches  in  diameter. 

If  you  are  not  ready  to  plant  when  the  trees 
are  delivered  to  you,  heel  them  in  soft,  moist 
ground  and  be  sure  that  you  have  plenty  of  dirt 
over  the  roots.  Never  keep  the  trees  out  of  the 
ground,  exposed  to  the  atmosphere  any  longer 
than  absolutely  necessary.  Never  expose  the 
roots  to  a  freezing  temperature  long  enough  for 
them  to  become  frozen  under  any  conditions  and 
do  not  leave  them  exposed  to  the  sun  and  wind 
long  enough  for  them  to  become  dry. 

In  planting,  when  you  are  ready  to  put  the 
tree  in  the  hole,  use  a  sharp  knife  and  cut  off 
the  lacerated  ends  of  all  roots,  that  they  may 


heal  over  instead  of  having  to  rot  off.  Rotting 
wood  is  a  great  attraction  to  wood  lice. 

Set  the  tree  fully  as  deep  or  a  little  deeper 
than  it  stood  in  the  nursery.  Measure  the  tree 
to  the  hole  before  throwing  in  any  dirt.  Then 
get  in  the  hole  with  the  tree,  pack  the  dirt 
firmly  with  the  feet,  taking  care  to  keep  the 
lateral  roots  in  their  natural  position  and  not 
bruise  them.  The  packing  is  important  as  your 
tree  will  not  make  any  appreciable  growth  un¬ 
less  it  is  in  close  contact  with  the  soil.  Do  not 
allow  the  dirt  to  be  thrown  against  the  tree  in 
filling  up  the  hole. 

Should  stable  fertilizer  be  used  in  planting,  do 
not  let  it  come  in  contact  with  the  roots  in  any 
quantity.  This  is  important  to  remember.  Best 
to  mix  it  thoroughly  with  the  soil. 

Use  some  water  if  necessary  in  very  dry  times, 
but  not  enough  to  mush  the  dirt,  which  inter¬ 
feres  with  packing. 

Cultivate  and  fertilize  your  trees  as  well  as 
your  other  crops.  Do  not  expect  them  to  thrive 
on  inattention. 

Our  trees  properly  set,  seldom  die  and  fre¬ 
quently  bear  the  second  or  third  year.  We  add 
the  bearing  age  when  the  bud  is  put  on,  and  as 
soon  as  the  tree  is  large  enough  it  is  old  enough 
to  bear  a  crop  of  nuts.
